2, Until recently, Goerz concentrated on the production of eyeglase lenses, 
aprroximately 130,000 of which are now stored in the factory. The sale of 
lenses to Austrians is usually prohibited end it 4s generally assumed that 
they are destined for export. The Soviet management claims that the lenses 
are designed for the Austrian market, but that they can be sold only by 
barter for other goods: even employees of Goera with physicians’ preserip~ 
tions are unable to purchaze lenses for their own use. Goers has been secretly 
instructed to mike barter conditions so difficult that they cannot be ful- 
filled by an Austrian buyer. When Austrian opticians open barter negotiations 
with Goerz, they are told that they must make deliveries of trass and iron in 
such large quantities that thoy cannot afford to do business, 


3. Goorg had an exhibition booth at the Vienna Fair in the autumn of 1947, but 
potential buyers learned, upon inquiry, that conditions of purchase were

3, In addition to lenses, the factory produces lLaryngoscopes and glass-cutting 
machines (about 100 to date). he laryngoscope is a special type developed 
by Goerz and known under the trade name Relaskope ; it ia said to employ a 
binocular ayepiece and to give a three-dimensional view. The production 
cost of a laryngoscape is shout S 600. These products arg shipped directly 
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. te the USSR. The raw materials are obtained from laft-over German stocks 


which include first-class optical materia] and e lerge supply of steel. 
Tre optical plans iteaelf is irreplaceable, as it is not being produced 
at this time. In addition to stooks on hend, a good many materials are 
obtained on the black market by Trinkl, the purchasing agent. According 
te Trinkl, there seems to be a conspiracy in Austria to prevent Goarz 
fror. obtaining raw materiale. 


Goarz has vreduced and stored about 1,000 surveyor's levela with mounts. 
Sone of these may be sold locally in the near future to relieve the 
schilling shortage at Coerz. 


The fine optical devices, machinery, and measuring instruments which 
formerly telonged to Goerz vere all carried off by the Soviets after 
the occupation of Vienna; for this reason no optical measuring instru- 
mente can be made at this time. A few weeks ago the Soviet minagement 
ordered the manufacture of 300 dioptometers (Scheitelbrechwertmesser).

Mo optical instruments for military purposes are belng manufactured at 
present, The Soviet management, however, is showing interest in instra- 
ments fornerly produced, and several wacks ago the Soviets requested 
designs of infantry range finders which can be used for distances up te 
trzty kilometers, Production of these range finders could tbe undertaken 
at any tire, since all the epcejaliste Jn their ranufactrre are still 
working at Goarz, 


The employees of Goerz were instructed te hand over to the Rugeiang all 
deaigns of military instruments formerly produced, The employees waro 
further instructed to state, in the event that Western Allied authorities 
in Vienna made inquiries, eitrer that Goers never possessed designa of 
military optics] instruments or that the designs had been destroyed by 
bonbings.

In early November the management issued orders to destroy all existing 
construction plans for instruments, and severe punishments for disobedience 
were threatened. Compleints have been voiced on the destruction of the 
plans because ~ithout them certain instrumenta could not be produced in 
the event of a return to normal. production,
